As to (2), line 13, "oval shape" and "into contact" are directed to new matter As to (3), lines 13 and 14, "into contact with ... the 
sheath" is confusing because the "sheath" is claimed as including "said sleeve". In proposed claim 12, lines 13 and 14, "oval shape" and 
"into contact ...the sheath" is directed to new matter. Further, this is also confusing because the "sheath" is claimed as including "said 
hemisphere". 
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
